Mr.  Adams 
is  manager  of  the  Utah  Valley  Gas 
and  Coke  Company  and  is  a patron 
of  the  school. 

The  library  consists  of  texts  in  all 
lines  of  reading.  Theological  and 
engineering  books  are  especially  num- 
erous in  the  collection.  Besides  these, 
there  are  all  types  of  novels;  historic- 
al books  on  early  wars;  histories  of 
the  late  war,  law  books,  many  volumes 
of  languages;  including  French,  Ger- 
man, Greek,  Hebrew,  Spanish  and 
Latin;  books  on  education,  scientific 
books,  and  books  of  antecdotes  and 
popular  stories.

New  Loan  Fund

All  the  details  for  the  fund  will  be 
handled  by  the  Club,  when  adopted, 
and  all  payments  are  to  be  paid 
through  the  Club  to  the  Foundation. 
Should  any  person  holding  the  fund 
die  before  it  is  paid,  the  loss  becomes 
a loss  of  the  .Foundation  and  not 
of  the  Club.

The  College  of  Education  has  the 
largest  enrollment,  and  it  is  reported 
that  though  some  of  the  educational 
courses  are  being  repeated  during 
each  of  the  three  quarters,  yet  the 
classes  are  really  over  crowded  now. 
Prospects  are  that  there  will  be  large 
numbers  of  new  students  enter  after 
the  holidays. 

The  College  of  Applied  Arts,  just 
established  this  year  under  Dr.  M.  C. 
Merrill,  bids  fair  to  become  one  of 
the  leading  schools  of  the  institution, 
according  to  enthusiastic  members  of 
that  department.  All  other  depart- 
ments claim  that  they  too  have  a 
right  to  be  justly  proud  of  the  pros- 
pects for  this  year.

THE  FIRST  REQUISITE 


Who  shall  be  considered  honor  men  of 
the  B.  Y.  U.  ? Shall  honors  be  awarded  to 
those  who  fulfill  only  the  technical  duties  re- 
quired of  a person  in  order  that  he  might  re- 
ceive his  award?  The  News  takes  a different 
stand. 

The  first  requisite  of  an  honor  man  of  the 
institution  is  that  he  be  a real  “Y”  student. 
He  must  have  B.  Y.  U.  ideals  and  interests  at 
heart,  and  whether  he  is  on  the  campus  or 
among  strangers,  he  must  show  that  he  has 
these  by  his  daily  life.  Any  person  desirous 
of  receiving  awards  for  service  to  the  student 
body  must  first  of  all  measure  up  to  this  re- 
quirement. 

The  News  further  maintains  that  those 
individuals  who  recently,  by  their  actions 
while  representing  the  school,  detracted  from 
the  character  of  the  Brigham  Young  Univers- 
ity, have  no  right  to  ask  for,  and  less  right  to 
receive  honors.  An  honor  man  must  first  be 
a real  “Y”  student.

NEW  KIND  OF  EXAMS 


“The  hum  in  devotional  begins  to  rival 
the  noise  created  at  a sewing  bee,”  said  Presi- 
dent Harris  in  assembly,  Monday.  This  is 
merely  a mild  statement  of  a condition  that 
has  become  unpleasantly  obvious.  Certain 
students,  wishing  to  advertise  their  lack  of 
good  manners,  have  selected  a method  that 
is  bringing  them  considerable  notoriety.  The 
average  small-town  meetings  are  extempor- 
aneous speaking  contests  where  certain  garrul- 
ous groups  compete  with  the  speaker  for  the 
attention  of  the  few  who  desire  to  listen.  This 
“small-town”  heritage  of  crudeness  seems  to 
be  croping  out  among  people  who  have  no 
desire  to  lose  their  “countryfied”  ear-marks. 
Of  course,  we  can’t  remedy  the  fact  that  we’re 
from  the  country,  but  the  attitude  that,  “I  ain’t 
got  no  refinement — and  ain’t  agoin’  to  have” 
has  no  excuse  for  existence  in  a college  en- 
vironment. 

It  is  aptly  sugested  that  those  whose 
mental  faculties  prevent  them  from  absorbing 
any  part  of  the  lecture  might  let  their  minds 
remain  blank  for  the  short  assembly  period. 
T.?£?ompty  with  this  request  would  involve  no 
difficulty  in  most  cases,  although  we  have  no 
intention  to  disregard  the  old  adage,  “Those 
who  talk  most  have  the  least  to  say.” 

Cases  are  on  record,  where  certain  in- 
dustrious talkers  have  been  personally  re- 
quested to  refrain  from  telling  all  they  know 


The  novel,  scientific  examination  method 
that  a few  of  our  professors  have  been  trying 
on  their  classes  is  gaining  national  popularity 
and  possesses  a number  of  merits.  There 
»are  several  different  schemes,  but  they  are  all 
essentially  alike  in  character.  One  system 
confines  the  work  of  the  student  to  indicating 
the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of  assertions ; 
aother  requires  him  to  supply  facts  pertinent 
to  certain  relationships;  and  frequently  a com- 
bination of  the  two  schemes  is  used. 

By  this  method  the  instructor  can  ex- 
amine the  pupil’s  knowledge  # on  all  the 
material  covered  in  the  course  and  conse- 
quently is  able  to  ascertain  his  exact  standing. 
Under  the  old  method  where  he  is  required 
to  write  about  a few  phases  of  the  course, 
luck  in  many  instances  plays  an  important 
role,  for  lack  of  time  prohibits  him  from  being 
tested  on  all  phases  alike.  The  things  asked 
may  be  exactly  what  one  student  has  prepared 
on,  while  they  may  be  the  very  things  over- 
looked by  another  equally  well  prepared  on  the 
subject  in  general.  Hence  injustice  is  fre- 
quently done  in  the  rating.  The  true-or-false 
method  economizes  the  teacher’s  time.  Under 
the  old  system  the  instructor  spends  larborous 
hours  grading  papers,  which  under  the  novel 
plan  may  be  corrected  by  an  assistant  who 
knows  little  about  the  subject.  Many  stu- 
dents claim  that  the  new  system  is  better 
than  the  old  because  it  is  less  strenuous. 

The  true-or-false  plan,  however,  has  its 
defects.  Frequently  a teacher  endeavors  to 
impress  upon  his  class  certain  outstanding, 
fundamental  principles;  and  presumably  the 
best  way  for  him  to  ascertain  the  degree  of 
success  that  has  attended  his  efforts  is  to 
have  the  student  write  a brief  discussion  of 
the  matter.  The  new  system  stresses  im- 
portant and  unimportant  facts  alike;  and  the 
amount  of  information  that  the  student  is 
able  to  express  in  a clear,  cogent  manner, 
coupled  with  his  ability  to  apply  it  in  the  in- 
terpretation of  conditions  and  the  solution  of 
problems,  can  best  be  ascertained  by  the  old 
method.  The  test  of  life,  in  which  every  stu- 
dent will  be  rated  when  he  leaves  school,  will 
not  be  limited  to  the  identification  of  right  and 
wrong,  but  it  will  have  to  do  with  the  know- 
ledge the  indivdual  can  express  and  apply  ad- 
vantageously in  the  relationships  of  life;  and 
presumably  the  old  system  is  better  for  this 
sort  of  rating.  Our  problem  in  school  is  not 
merely  to  garner  information,  but  also  to  learn 
to  express  and  utilize  it. 

The*  old  system  will  probably  have  to 
give  more  and  more  room  for  the  true-or- 
false  scheme,  but  the  latter  will  be  only  a 
supplement.  The  assertion  that  it  will  entirely 
supplant  the  old  seems  over  drawn.  The  best 
way  for  a teacher  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
crystallized  information  a student  possesses 
on  a particular  subject  is  to  ask  him  to  discuss 
it.

church  was  the  one  re-established  at 
the  time  of  the  restoration. 

Before  the  lecture  the  Band  render- 
ed very  beautifully  the  selection  en- 
titled, “The  Steeple  Chimes.”
